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(57) Abstract: A display apparatus having an active matrix display panel, and a method for driving the same, wherein the gate stress 

can be suppressed to prevent degradation of display quality. A data pulse indicative of a first gate voltage of each film transistor is 
ff^ supplied to a respective one of the pixel parts of a row during supply of a display scan pulse. Thereafter, a reset scan pulse is supplied 

to the pixel parts of the row, and a reset pulse indicative of a second gate voltage of the film transistor is supplied to the respective 
1^ one of the pixel parts of the row during supply of the reset scan pulse so as to cause the gate-source voltage of the film transistor to 

have an opposite polarity to that during light emission driving. 
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
